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BITTER ARGUMENT,WAGED OVER INJUNCTION

Chicago, Sept. I I .— Bitter argument over the Daugher­ 
ty injunction against the railroad shopmen s strike was 
waged throughout the day in federal court today. 
Attorneys for unions bitterly attacked and denounced 
the writ as an unlawful, and unconstitutional assumption of 
illegal power by the courts. 
A huge corps of government lawyers headed by Attorney 
General Harry M. Daugherty upheld the writ and pleaded with 
Judge James II. Wilkerson to make the sweeping order perma­ 
nent. 
The court was urged to inquire into the private interests 
which may be behind the suit by Donald Richberg, union repre­ 
sentative. 
Richberg quoted many legal decisions showing instances 
where suits brought under the name of the government were found 
to be backed by outside influences upon seaching court inquiry. 
When court recessed at 1 p. m. Richlierg stated that it would 
take him another hour to finish citing legal opinions which he 
had ready to support his contention that the injunction should 
be dissolved. 
Following arguments, the government attorneys had long 
arguments prepared, which may take days to finish. 
Thev also 
had great storerooms filled with evidence which they desire to 
present to the court. 
As the great battle was waged, the policy committee of the 
shogcrafts unions went into session again this afternoon to dis­ 
cuss proposals for settlement of the strike with individual rail­ 
roads. 
The morning meeting was adjourned immediately after 
being called.

St. Paul, Sept. 11 —Dry hot weather 
of tit«* last four weeks reduced the 
estimated corn crop In Minnesota by 
7,000,000 bushels, and «ut the fore- 
«•asie«i 
potato crop nearly 3,000,000 
bushels. 
At flie same time increases were 
shown in forecasted 
production 
of 
spilng wheat« oats, barley and flax. 
WhH«* the drought brought huge <le- 
cr«*ases In the production of corn and 
potatoes, the yi«*l«l of potatoes will he 
ilaiL’er than last year, hut corn will 
I*«* 28,000,000 less than last year. 
The September crop report of Paul 
II. Kirk, Minnesota statistician, ex- 
presses no alarm «»ver the decreased 
production. 
Due to the continued dry weather 
during August, the condition of corn 
otj Heptentb«*r 1 wns 75 per cent of 
normal. < ompared with 83 per cent on 
August 1. 
The report states the forecast pro­ 
duction is 112,027,000 bushels, com­ 
part'd with 140,507,000 bushels In 1921, 
and a five yeur average of 106,664.000 
bushels. 
The early crop «»f potatoes will be 
very much hotter than tn 1921 by the 
condition on September 1 which is 72 
per cent or normal, Indicating a pro­ 
duction of 38,105,000 
bushels 
com* 
pared with 27,525,000 bushels last year, 
and a five year average of 29,000,000 
bushels. 
The condition of Spring wheat Is 80 
per «-«'til «»f normal, indicating a pro­ 
il m tion of 32,629,000 busheis « ompared 
with 23,655,000 bushels last year, and 
a five year average of 42,281,000 bush­ 
els. 
Based on a «onditlon of 89 per cent, 
tit«* forecast production was 142,015,-

Donald Richberg, Union Representative, Urges the Court to

Chicago, Sept. I I.— Bitter argument over the Daugher 
ty injunction against the railroad shopmen’s strike was 
waged throughout the day in federal court today. 
Attorneys for unions bitterly attacked and denouncer 
the writ as an unlawful, and unconstitutional assumption o 
illegal power by the courts. 
A huge corps of government lawyers headed by Attorney 
General Harry M. Daugherty upheld the writ and pleaded with 
Judge James H. Wilkerson to make the sweeping order perma­ 
nent. 
The court was urged to inquire into the private interests 
which may be behind the suit by Donald Richberg, union repre­ 
sentative. 
Richberg quoted many legal decisions showing instances 
where suits brought under the name of the government were fount 
to be backed by outside influences upon Beaching court inquiry. 
When court recessed at I p. rn. Richberg stated that it would 
take him another hour to finish citing legal opinions which he 
had ready to support his contention that the injunction should 
lie dissolved. 
Following arguments, the government attorneys had long 
arguments prepared, which may take days to finish. 
They also 
had great storerooms filled with evidence which they desire to 
present to the court. 
Ais the great battle was waged, the policy committee of the 
shope rafts unions went into session again this afternoon to dis­ 
cuss'proposals for settlement of the .strike with individual rail­ 
roads.

World at West Point, 


Says American Founder 


New York, 
Sept. 9— Man 
made 
bells before he learned to write, says 
Clinton H. Meneely, veteran Ameri­ 
can bell founder, in the September 
Mentor Magazine. 
These first bells 
were vessels of clay, which gave ofT 
a pleasing resonance w'hen struck. 
Aboriginal people used bells as or­ 
naments. 
Moses, Isaiah and the pro­ 
phet Zachariar mention the use of 
bells as anklets on the feet of wom­ 
en, as yokes for horses, and in tem­ 
ples. 
The Greeks decked their tri 
umpbal chariots with bells. 
The Ro­ 
mans used them to call the citizens 
to temple and forum. 
Paulinus of 
Nola, an Italian bishop, first used 
bells in Christian worship. 
About 
400 A. D.— shortly after the time of 
Paulinus— church 
towers 
became 
general in Europe. 
Two 
hundred 
years later a papal bull specified that 
every church should have a bell. 
The curfew bell, the angelus bell, 
and the passing bell are part of bell 
practice and tradiion. 
The ringing 
of bells ushered in the French Rev­ 
olution. 
The great bell of St. Mark s 
Venice, and others, equally famous, 
were alarum s. 
Bella are designed 
according 
to 
mathem atical law. 
Chinese bells are 
frequently 
square; 
Japan ese 
and 
K orean barrel-shaped

bells “ long waisted.”

A bell s tone is affected not onlv 
by its metallic composition, but by 
its shape and proportions. 
The voice 
of a bell is really a chorus of voices. 
Vibrations from bells are powerful. 
Muleteers in the Alps 
muffle

small bells around the mule s neck, 
lest tile vibrations start snow slides. 
The largest bell ever cast is the 
"T sa r Molokai," made to the order 
of the Empress Elizabeth of Russia 
in 1733. 
A million dollars’ worth of 
gold and jewelry was thrown into 
the molten metal by zealous subjects. 
A huge piece was broken from th* 
side when the tower supporting it 
was burned. 
The bell now stands 
near the Kremlin wall in Moscow. 
The next largest bells are in China. 
One. 
in 
Pekin, 
weighs 
120,000 
pounds and is twelve feet in diameter 
The Liberty Bell in Independence 
Hall, Philadelphia, is tile best-known 
bell in the United States. 
The finest 
chime, a number of contrasting bells, 
is at the U. S. Military Academy at 
West Point. 
It has been pronounced 
the best-toned by musicians and bell 
makers.

It i s to Ik* ho ped tihat the railro ad» , who se treatment o f their 
emplo y es in the paat ha» been guiii that theae may ex pect fav o r­ 
able terms in the present and future, in co nference wltn the lead­ 
ers o f the striking sho pmen will be able to wo rk o ut a .set o f co n­ 
ditio ns which are equitable and carry the « » » uranee o f permanent 
peace. 
The lo nger the » trike lasts the mo re ev ident it beco jnes that 
the presidents o f so me o f the eastern railro ads are determined to 
win the struggle by co mpelling their emplo y es to return to wo rk 
o n the terms set by the Railro ad Labo r bo ard, minus tho se priv il­ 
eges o f senio rity and pensio n which they bad wo n thro ugh lo ng 
y ears o f effo rt prev io us to this disagreement. 
These railro ad 
heads clajm— and no t witho ut juatifk'atio n— that their ro ads hav e 
no t been serio usly affected by the strike and that they can o perate 
with their present fo rces while they build up new o rganizatio ns 
to replace the strikers. 
They reaso n that by refusing to co ncede 
the demands o f the unio ns they will keep their emplo y es o ut until 
pressure o f circumstances co mpels thtun to return o n ihe terms 
the railro ads o ffer. 
But this has no t been the po sitio n o f many o f the western 
railro ads, who se o fficers hav e so ught mo re than o nce to bring 
the strike to an end o n terms fav o rable to their emplo y es. 
In 
this part o f the co untry the strike wo uld hav e been ended lo ng 
ago if Mr. Jewell had been willing to allo w a sectio nal agreement. 
But this he refused to do . 
And present indicatio ns |M» int to his 
refusal as a strategic mistake. 
Certainly if its intent was to 
fo rce the eastern managements to co me into line in accepting la­ 
bo r’s terms it has failed in its purpo se. 
A rumo r is abro ad that the new metho d to be emplo y ed will 
be that o f seeking to secure settlements fro m cretain co mpetitiv e 
railro ads which, with their regular mechanical fo rces at wo rk, 
will o ffer such co mjietitio n to o ther ro ads trav ersing the same 
territo ry that 'these will so o n be fo rced to seek a settlement. Such 
seem s to be a lo gical co nclusio n, and if the strikers can fo rce the 
issue in this way , which will result in emplo y ment fo r tho usands 
o f their number, and at the same time fo rce the hands o f tho se 
managers who wish to fight it to an end, they will be fo llo wing 
the co urse dictated by intelligence. 
Wise leadership do es no t al­ 
way s keep all o f its fo rces fighting against the allied enemy ; it 
so metimes seek a separate peace by which certain fo rces may be 
released to pro v ide the sinews o f war. 
And if the leaders o f the strikers secure fav o rable terms 
fro m the managements o f so me o f th« railro ads and release ihe 
strikers fro m their pledge to stay o ut until a natio nal agreement 
is reached, they will hav e the public with them, and the pressure 
o f the co mpetitio n o f the railro ads who se* men hav e returned io 
repair th%wo rn-o ut equipment, to gether with public o pinio n, will 
so o n co mpel the ctheis to co me to a satisfacto ry agreement. 
Ho wev er, this do es no t co v er tJhe pro blem arising fro m the 
“ hard-bo iled” attitude o f the president o f the Pennsy lv ania rail­ 
ro ad. 
llo w is the president o f this ro ad, who se attitude to labo r 
and the labo r bo ard had mo re to do with precipitating the strike 
than a do zen o f the o ther ro ads taken to gether, to be led o r co m­ 
pelled to make terms with the strikers? After refusing to abide 
by the rulings o f the iaho t bo ard in many cases, after securing 
an o rder fro m the co urts pro hibiting the labo r bo ard fro m publish­ 
ing these v io latio ns, and after rejecting President Harding’s 
terms whieh the strikers accepted, we canno t quite see what will 
bring such management to the place where it will see that the 
United States is mo re impo rtant than ev en the Pennsy lv ania 
railro ad sy stem. 
But there is o ne thing that ev en the Pennsy lv ania canno t 
permanently co mbat, and that is public o pinio n. 
And if the lead­ 
ers o f the strikers make a separate peace with certain co mpetitiv e 
ro ads, the pressure o f co mpetitio n will fo rce o thers to co me to a 
settlement, and when an increasing number o f these hav e ended 
the co nflict, public o pinio n will see to it that ev en the arbitrary 
and labo r-ibo ard-decisio n-flo uting Pennsy lv ania changes its po licy . 
So me may think that this wo uld be a case o f the leo pard changing 
its spo ts. No t quite. 
Fo r ev en the president o f the Pennsy lv ania 
is a man, and ttie public can change a man’s attitude by persua­ 
sio n o r co mpulsio n ev en if a leo pard canno t change its spo ts. 
There seems to be real ho pe o f a settlement o f the strike by 
securing a separate peace with certain railro ads who se attitude to 
labo r is usually reaso nable. 
By such a metho d Germany was 
weakened and the general armistice hastened.

T he Chamber o f Co mmerce will see to it that the senate co m­ 
mittee o f which Senato r Mike Bo y lan, o f Virginia, is chairman, 
which is co ming to Brainerd o n Thursday to lo o k o v er the marl 
depo sit in Cro w Wing co unty , is giv en ev ery assistance in making 
its inv estigatio n. 
If the co mmittee finds that the co unty o ffers 
with its marl a suitable and accessible clay depo sit, a cement 
plant may be built in this co unty at a co st o f fo ur to liv e millio n 
do llars which wo uld emplo y o v er 1 ,0 0 0 men. 
Analy sis o f the marl depo sit in this co unty sho ws it to co n­ 
tain o v er 9 0 per cent, and in so me cases almo st 1 0 0 per cent o f 
lime. 
This pro v es that the depo sit canno t be surpassed in purity 
and as it is abundant, if o ther co nditio ns are fav o rable, Cro w 
W ing co unty o ught to hav e this plant. 
in seeking a lo catio n fo r an enterprise o f this kind the co m­ 
mittee will be go v erned by what it finds and will no t be influenced 
by po litical o r o ther influences, but as there is alway s a great deal 
o i pressure bro ught to bear upo n such a co mmittee, BrainerdV 
citizens will be neglecting their duty if they fail to direct the at­ 
tentio n o f the co mmittee to the adv antages to be deriv ed by the 
state fro m lo cating a plant in this mo st central o f all lo catio ns 
where marl is abundant and pure. 
If Cro w Wing co unty has the 
best materials and lo catio n it o ught to hav e the industry . 
And it

SENATE COMMITTEE IN CROW WING COUNTY 


.Made in Brainerd 
T h e Chamber of Commerce will see to it that the senate com­ 
mittee of which Senator Mike Boykin, of Virginia, is chairman, 
v’hieh is coming to Brainerd on Thursday to look over the marl 
deposit in Crow Wing county, is given every assistance in making 
its investigation. 
If the committee finds that the county offers 
with its marl a suitable and accessible clay deposit, a cement 
plant may be built in this county at a cost of four to five million 
dollars which would employ over 1,000 men. 
Analysis of the marl deposit in this county shows it to con­ 
tain over 90 per cent, and in some cases almost IOO per cent of 
lime.
